DAYS AND HOURS. 

Article /. 'ITic Library will be open for the delivery of lKK)ks from lo a. m. to 9 r. 
daily, Sundays and legal holidays excepted. 



HOME USE OF BOOKS. 

Article 2. All inhabitants of Wilkes- Barr6 over twelve years of age, will be entitled 
to take books from the Library for home use, upon signing an obligation to observe all the 
rules and regulations made for the government and safety of the Library; Provided^ such 
obligation -shall be endorsed by some responsible resident of the city, who thereby guarantees 
the return in good condition of any books lent, and in case of loss, the value of the book 
lost; or the borrower may deposit, as security, a sum not less than two dollars. HlanVt; 
(or signatures can be had on application at the Library. 



METHOD OF DRAWINCJ BOOKS. 

Article j. Every person entitled to take books from the Library, will receive from 
the Librarian a printed card containing spaces in which the number of the book called for 
must be written by the borrower, and the dates when the lx>ok is taken and returned, will 
be charged by the Librarian. This card must always be presented when books are 
borrowed or returned, and no book will be delivered without a card. When a card is lost, 
immediate notice must be given at the Library, and if not found, a new one will be issued 
fourteen days from date of such notice, at a charge of five cents.

RESTRICTIONS ON THE USE OF BOOKS. 

Article 4. But one I)ook can l)e taken on each card at a time, and no Ixink will be 
exchanged on the day when issued, unless for pur|X)ses of study. 

Article ^. No |>erson shall lend either his Library card, or any l>ook l>elonginfj to 
the Library, to any one not a nienil)er of the same household; and i>ooks will not be 
transferred from one card to another at the Library. 

Article (>. Books may be retained fourteen days, unless otherwise sj.>ecified on their 
covers. All .seven day lxx)ks may be renewed once. No fourteen day book can be 
renewed or re-issued to the borrower's fanTily until twenty-four hours after its return to the 
Library. Jiooks returned will lie placed upon the Library shelves, and will be delivered 
to the first person applying for them, other than the person or family by whom they have 
l^een returned; and no l)Ook will l)e reserved or promised by the l.ilirarian in any case 
whatever. 



FINES. 

Article 7. Books retained for a longer time than is si>ecified on the cover, will ie 
subject to a fine of 2 cents a day, and no fines can l)e remitted except i)y the Library 
Committee, to whom a written request must be addressed. 

In computing fines, the day on which a book is issued is not counted. Sundays arc 
included. If a seven day book is taken out May 1st, and returned May 8th, no fine is 
incurred; if returned May 9th, two cents are due. If a ixx)k falls due on a holiday, the 
holder is entitled to keep it until the next day without a fine; i)ut if kept longer than the 
next day, the holiday will not be deducted 

Article 8. Books retained double the time specified will i)e .sent for by messenger 
from the Library, for which service twenty-five cents will l>e charged in addition to the 
amount of fines already due. No person will receive I>ooks who is in arrears for fines and 
forfeitures, until all such charges are paid. 



INJURIES TO BOOKS. 

Article 9. Injuries to books l)eyond reasonable wear, and all losses, shall 1^ made 
good by the borrower to the satisfaction of the Library Committee. If one volume of a 
set is lost, the loser will be held responsible for the value of the whole set, unless the lost 
volume can be satisfactorily replaced. A l)Ook retained more than three months will be 
deemed lo.st. All writing on Ixxiks, such as corrections of the press, marginal notes, 
expressions of opinion, and all marking of any kind are iK>sitively forbidden, and will 
subject the offender to the penalties prescril)ed in the Act of Assembly, as follows: 



RULES AND REGULATIONS. V 

Section I. Be it enacted, etc.. That if any officer, clerk, agent, or member of any 
public library, duly incorporated under the laws of this Commonwealth, or any ])erson 
whatever, shall hereafter wilfully cut, mutilate, or otherwise injure any book, volume, map, 
chart, magazine, newspaper, painting, engraving, or statuary belonging to, or de^wsited in 
any public library, museum, or gallery so incoqx>rated as aforesaid, or in any department 
of this Commonwealth, shall procure such injury to l)e done, as herein stated, ever)' such 
person shall be deemed to be guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon conviction thereof, by 
any court of competent jurisdiction, shall lie liable for each offense, to a fine of not more 
than one hundred dollars, or imprisonment in the county jail, not exceeding three months, 
or lx)th, or either, at the discretion of the court, moreover he shall be liable to make good 
the said damage or injury to said institution, in addition to aforesaid tine and imprisonment; 
Prtrvided hmvn^ir^ that no prosecution shall be maintained under this act, unless the 
library, museum, or gallery, or institution prosecuting, shall have at least two printed 
co])ies of this act conspicuously placed u[X)n its premises. 

Approved 23d June, 1885, amended 19th May, 1887.

REFERENCE ROOM. 

Article //. The Reference Rcx)m, containing Dictionaries, Enpyclopaedias, Atlases, 
and works too valuable for circulation, is reserved exclusively for quiet reading and study, 
and no noise or conversation except that necessary to obtain l)ooks wanted, will l)e aUowed. 
l^ooks must 1^ asked for by written numi^ers, and any book desired from the circulating 
department, if in, can be had on application to the attendant. Tables for the use of 
readers are provided; wraj>s, parcels, etc., must l)e placed on the shelves under the tables, 
and not upon the tables. 

Article 12. Books of Reference, such as Dictionaries, Encyclopaedias, and Atlases, 
can !« used only in the Reference Room. Other l)ooks, which, by reason of their 
costliness, size, or rarity, are deemed unsuitable for general use, if lent, can be obtained 
only by an order signed by the Library Committee.

desk. But one number can be had at a time, and must I)e returned to the loan desk when 
read. Back numbers can lie had, if not at the binder's. When lx)und, they must be read 
in the Reference Room. ' 



CONDUCT AND CONVERSATKJN. 

Article 14. All persons visiting the Library Rooms will !)e required to conduct* 
themselves in a quiet, orderly manner, and no loud or continued conversation will l)e 
permitted. The ase of tobacco in any form is prohibited. Any one abusing the privileges 
of the Library by improper conduct, will he denied the use of the Library and admittance 
to its Rooms. 



CATALOGUES. 

Copies of the Catalogue will always be accessible to readers in any part of the 
Library. Weekly lists of new books will be published in the local papers, and copies of 
these lists will be found in the bulletin-covers, on the tables. The Card Catalogue, in 
which the names of all books received to date are arranged alphabetically under author, 
title, and subject, is open to the public and may be consulted with advantage by students. 



INFORMATION FOR READERS. 



The plan of this Catalogue is as follows; 

The Library is arranged by the Dewey Decimal Classification 
System, under which the books are grouped into ten grand divisions according to subjects; 
the subject of a book determining its number. Thus, all books relating to Bibliography 
belong to Class O; Philosophy, to Class 1; Religion, to Class 2, etc. A glance at the 
Table of Contents will show the various classes, and their respective numbers. 

The Jirs/ part of the Catalogue, called the Class Catalogue, is arranged in accord- 
ance with the classification of the Library, and will be helpful to readers and students, as 
the larger part of what the Library contains on any given subject will be found under 
that subject. For 'ready reference in finding books on special subjects, consult the 
Subject Index. 

The secofid l>ari of the Catalogue consists of an Author Index wherein all books 
are entered under the author's name, excepting works of Fiction. Anonymous books are 
entered under title; and those which have been published anonymously, and whose authors 
are little known, are entered under title as well as author. No imprint has been given in 
either list, save the date of publication in the Class Catalogue. 



For further information concerning books or subjects, readers should consult the Card 
Catalogue at the Library, in which books will be found entered under author ^ title and 
subject^ and arranged in alphabetical order. The author card is the most important, as it 
gives the author's name entire, and the fullest title and sub-title entry, place and date of 
publication, illustrations, contents, etc. The title card gives the title in brief form, with 
name of author, place and date. The subject card contains as a heading the subject of 
which the book treats; and all books bearing on special subjects wholly or in part, are 
represented by cards arranged under such subjects. The Card Catalogue is also always 
up to date, as fresh accessions can be interpolated constantly without disturbing the 
alphabetical arrangement.
